As they 
gathered together unto Christ, he 
taught them: 


1. The emptiness of formal wor- 


ship Cw. 1-7). 
The tendency of 


tbe human heart is to depart from 
the life and rest in the form which 
•was calculated to express the life. 
Christ declared that worship which 
centered in forms was as empty 
and meaningless as lip service 
while the heart is away from God. 
This kind of service he calls ''hypoc- 
risy," and it is common today. 


2. It made the Word of God of 


none effect (vv. 8-13). A case in 
point was the consecration of earth- 
ly goods to escape the responsibil- 
ities of caring for one's parents. 
This made it possible for a man to 
be living in luxury while his par- 
ents were in the poorhouse. 


3. The real source of defilement 


(vv. 14^23). 
Sin is moral and 


spiritual. A man is denied by that 
which -springs, 'out of his soul and 
not that which enters his mouth. 
The deliberate choice of the will is 
the source of defilement (v. 20).

For the first time since his conviction 16 years ago, Tom Mooney, America's" best known prisoner, ^ sees 
real hope that he will win the pardon for which he has fought ceaselessly in the ruling of Judge Louis H. 
Ward, of San Franci&co Superior Court, that Mooney is entitled to trial on an indictment unused in the 
previous trial, when Mooney was sentenced to death on conviction of participation in the 1916 Prepared- 
ness Day bombing which cost ten lives. Although acquittal in the new trial would not be sufficient to free 
him from San Quentin, friends and attorneys of Mooney fought for the day in court on the theory that th« 
State'* failure to win a conviction on the unused indictment would strengthen Mooney'* fight for a full 
pardon. Judge Ward's decision was quickly followed by the withdrawal of District Attorney Matthew A- 
Brady from prosecution of the case after he had told the court that he was out of sympathy -with "*uch a 
make-believe trial." Since Mooney** conviction, many attempts have been made to reopen the case, most 
of them led by his aged mother, Mrs. Mary Mooney. Many of those connected with the prosecution have 
come forward at various times and asserted that there was doubt of the prisoner's guilt. And It has been 
openly charged that Mooney was aent to prison on perjured testimony. The last attempt to free the cele- 
brated convict was made by James J. Walker, then Mayor of New York, in 1931, when he made a much 
publicized plea before Governor James A. Rolph of California. Date for the new trial wa» set by Judge

earthed eight skeletons of

Mousterian period Trhich probably 
link Neanderthal man to the mod- 
ern. 


Four of the skeletons were found 


In excellent condition and 
four 


others were fragmentary, McOown 
said. 


Sir Arthur Keith, noted British 


anthropologist, ' characterized the 
discovery as one of the roost im- 
portant ever made. 


While at work in the same cave 


last year, McCown obtained the 
skeleton of a child, and returned 
this year to complete his wort. Al- 
fhough there will be controversy as 
to the exact place of this ancient 
race in the evolution of man. It 
is believed probably it was a close 
link lo modern man. McCown said. 


The skeletons were found in pos- 


tures which Indicated they bad been 
buried by their kinsmen. These pre- 
historic men possessed chins, which 
Is n fact not found In earlier discov- 
eries.

Not only the social life 
of Circleville but of the surround- 
ing country has been so closely 
interwoven in its history. 


For a century this ho(;el has 


stood! A hundred years "old and 
still ranking first! What is it 
about the place that has made it 
so outstanding? Certainly not 
the building itself. There is no 
value in the old structure that 
was at first small, to which rooms 
were added and later raised two 
stories as it remained against the 
coming and going of generations 
It was its policy; the unwritten 
law of a home where all is right 
That like the cardinal virtues in 
the human has given the Pick- 
away House as it was called by 
R. D. Atwater, one of its builders, 
that character in which it has 
never been derelict but stands 
first even now under its shadow 
of the ax that must hew j.t, down 


The contacts on its register— 


didn't they find it good to be 
there? In the early history of 
Circleville as was the case in 
other towns of that period hotels 
were much better patronized than 
they are now. People traveled in 
coaches and all kinds of vehicles 
as well as on horseback and they 
generally lodged, took their meals 
and had their horses fed at the 
hotels 
on their 
route. These 


hotels were so often the common 
taverns with their bars; the trav- 
elers were too often young and 
restless. And in the hit and miss 
of their lodgings who can estimate 
the sobering influence of such a 
place as the Pickaway House. 
Perhaps to it is due, some of the 
decisions of history that were in 
the making those days. 


And the old house is not with- 


out its love story, too. In the 
early 80s here was.given the holi- 
day hop for the young folk just 
returning from schools and their

come with them. The old dining 
room was cleared; perhaps there 
was a table with the quivering 
gelatin and the maccaroons done 
in a pyramid of spun sugar in one 
of its corners.

of the long room in the Virginia 
reel. There was a breath of Astor 
ife about it all which the boys 
and girls had brought with them 


for the home folks to assimilate 
and enjoy.

In the passing of the HoteP 


Boggs, Circleville will lose not 
only a mute witness to the grand-
